ſuffereth in his Church;the one by lear- 


ning, the other by teaching : for they 
ſhallrrie our faith, andour loue, whe- 
ther we be counterfetts, &difſemblers; 
whether we wil be ſuddainly ay 
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ken; whether we will forſake the truth, 
and follow falſchood ; or. whether faith 
be grounded 1n our hearts or no? For 
like as in the tume of Moſes, God ſuffe- 
red great magitians to be' in Zgypt, 
that he nught make his owne power” 
more cutdent 1n Moſes: ſo he ſuffereth 
heretikes,as ſorcercrs or enchanters, to 
be in the Church, that the power of 
Pregee faith, of loue, of zeale, might 
e more apparant. A crab oftentimes 
carrieth the coat of an apple, and 1snot 
well knowne bur by the taſte ; copper 
hath the colour of gold, & 1s notſo well 
tried as by the touch: an hypocrite may 
lurcke vnder the ſhadow ofa belecuer, 
and 1s not throughly manifeſted vntill 
his faith be tried; but y behliefe of Gods 
children 15 hike vnto the glaze-worme 
which glitterech moſt brightly in the 
darkeſt night,or like y lampe that gies 
moſt Lghtin the darke. But ſome wall 
fay,alas we are no clearkes,and in theſe 
diuifions and diſputings,. here 1s euery 
one alledging ſcripture: for hunſelfe, 
what ſhall we doe; or what courſe ſhall 
we take that are ynlearned? For y bet- 


ter helping of you inthis hazard, firſt

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hw rt mi. doen alledgeth 
ſcripture or no? for thatgoethfor ſcrip- 
cure many times, with the Catholicks, 
which is no more to be found 1n the 
booke of the Bible the Paradiſe 1n hell. 
Secondly, know themto be falſe teach- 
ers, which for confirmation of doctrine 
of faith alledge any other teſtimonies, 
ouer and-befides the- ſcriptures : for
